Washington, March 11.—(Special.) 
The secretary of war will tomorrow 
morning issue an order creating a new 
military department with headquarters 


at Atlanta. 

General Alger came to that decision this 
afternoon and before the information had 
been given out telegraphic instructions 
were sent to Brigadier General William M. 
Graham, commander of the department of 
Texas at San Antonio, to proceed at once 
to Atlenta with two of his staff ofticers, 
the others to remtain to attend the detail 
of the removal of the troops. 

The same order which establishes the 
new department to be known as che cepart- 
ment of the south abolishes the devartment 
of Texas, which has been in existence 
many years. 

The removal of the headquarters fr<«m 
San Antonio is not without a heavy loss 
to the government on account of the fact 
that the headquarters buildings in San An- 
tonio will have to be abandoned at least 

There afe no government buildings in 
Atlanta for the accommodation of the 
headquarters and for the present available 
buildings will have to be hired. 

The new department will consist of the 
states of Georgia, South Carolina, Texas, 
louisiana, Alabama, Florida and Missis- 
sippi. 

The Order Making Changes. 

That portion of the formal order issued 
by the war department covering the cre- 
ation of this new department reads as fol- 
lows: 


“A department is hereby established to

The department of 
the Missouri loses some of its western posts 
Which go to the department of the Platte, 
and the states about the great lakes are 
formed into a department with headquar- 
ters at Chicago.

| at Atlanta, is a native of the 
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District of Columbia and was appointed 
to West Point academy from the district. 
He entered the army as second lieutenant 
of artillery in June, 1855. On the Ist of 
March, 1865, he became first lieutenant, and 
on the 224 of October of the same year 
captain. During the latter years of the 
war he was colonel of the second District 
of Columbia volunteer infantry and was 
brevetted brigadier general. In July, 1879, 
he became major of the Fourth artillery. 
In August, 1887, he became lieutenant colo- 
nel of the First artillery; three years later 
was transferred to the Fifth artillery, and 
in July, 1891, became colonel of that regi- 
ment. He became brigadier general on 
the 26th of May of last year. 

General Graham will be retired for age 
this fall. 

General Graham's aides are First Lieu- 
tenant Thomas R. Adams, of the Fifth ar- 
tilery, and First Lieutenant George F. 
Barney, of the Second artillery. 

Lieutenant Thomas R. Adams is a native 
of Kentucky and was appointed to the 
academy in 1853. He was appointed second 
lieutenant of the Fifth ardillery in 1865, and 
became a first lieutenant in 1871. 

Lieutenant George F. Sarney is a native 
of Iowa and was appointed to his cadet- 
ship from Vermont. He became a second 
lieutenant in the Second artillery in June, 
1880, and first lieutenant in 1888. oth of 
these men are graduates of the artillery 
School in the class of 1886. 


Atlanta a Strategical Point. 

Thus it will be seen that The Constitu- 
tfen’s prediction that Atlanta wou'd be- 
come one of the most important points in 
case Of war with Spain is realized. There 
is no question that the pending difficulties 
were responsible for this change in the de. 
partments, for the importance of Atlanta 
as a stragetic point was forced upon the 
department by the talk of possible at- 
tacks upon our gouthern coasts and the 
possibility of troops having to be mobi- 
lized at some southern point for quick 
transportation either to points alozg the 
scuth Atlantic coast or to Cuba. 

With the orders issued today, Atlanta 
becomes one of the most important points 
on the military map of the country. The 
wisdom of this new arrangement of de- 
partments js apparent to any one study- 
ing the geography ef tre country. If war 
shculd come with Spain the department of 
the gulf will be called upon to bear the 
brunt of military operations and from At. 
lanta the land foree will be handled. 

Coast Will Be Protected. 

Along with these orders from General 
Alger came another for manning the new- 
ly established fartifications on the Atlantic 
cosst frcm Boston down to Galveston on 
the gulf. 

Thsy include thé organization of two 
new artillery regiments, Nos. 6 and 7, au- 
thorize@ by a recent act of congress. The 
Sixth regiment will have its headquarters 
at Fort Slocum, N. Y., and the Seventh 
regiment has its headquarters at Fort 
McHenry, Md. 

The new fortifications on Long Island 
head, at the entrance to the harbor of

on Sandy Hook, New York harbor,

For the better protection of the nation- 
al capital, one battery of the Fourth ar- 
jliery at Fort Monroe has been ordered 
to Sheridan Point, Va. 

This fort is nearly opposite Fort Wash- 
ington and in connection with it commands 
the approach to Washington by water. 
The batteries of the Fourth artillery, sta- 
tionea at Fort McHenry, near Baltimore, 
will be distributed about Fort Mott, N. J., 
thus providing for the protection of Phil- 
adelphia, Trenton, Camden and other ci- 
ties in that vicinity.

SPAIN WANTS 
NU WAR WITH UD 


So Says New Spanish Minister 
Bemabe at Washington, 


HE TELLS SPAIN'S POSITION 


Has Not Yet Presented Himse 
ally to McKinley,

He Reviews the Offer of Autonomy 
Which His Country Has Made to 
the Cubans, and Thinks 
They Ought To Be 
Satisfied. 


Washington, March 11.—(Specia!.)—An ef- 
fort is made to create a sensation out of 
the fact that there was no representative 
of the Spanish government at the dinner 
gz ven in honor of Prince Albert of Bel- 
gium at the white hcuse tonight. 

The fact that the new minister from 
Spain reached Washington today and call- 
ed at the state department seems to make 
\h3s aAvdsence all the trnore fyrcenounced. 
Several explanations have been given as 
to the reyson why the new minister could 
not make his formn)] calls on the presi- 
dent this morning as it was expectcd he 
would, 

The reason js that be- 
cause of the peculiarly sensitive state of 
feelirg betweece this country and Spain 
the minister did rot cere to be formiallv 
presented unti] what was to be raid both 
by himself and by the president had been 
carefully prepared. It is said at the stats 
depurtment that this is not an unusual 
method of procedure, 

Naturally both governments realize that 
what is said at this formal presentation 
will be watched very closely both in this 
country and in Spain, and for that purpose 
the both governments bre 
anxious that nothing but the proper thing 
shal] be said. It is for this reason that the 
call of the new minister on the president 
was delayed until tomorrow. Until he is 
presented he has no officia) status and 
could not therefore well be asked to this 
state dinner, 


Bernabe Makes Statement. 

Sencr Luis Polo y Bernabe, the new 
Spanish minister, was seen today by an 
Associated Press reporter, and for the 
first time since his arrival consented to 
speak concerning Spanish affairs, observ- 
ing stch reticence on certain phases as 
diplomatic propriety required. : 

Since the minister’s arrival he has receiv- 
ed a cablegram from Captain General] 
Blanco, stating that the Cuban cabinet 
had designated Senors Sevallios, 
York, and Barilla, secretary of the Ha- 
vana chamber of commerce, to act with 
Senor Angulo in negotiating a complete 
treaty between the United States and 
Cuba. The minister referred incidentally 
to this fact, as he regarded it as to 
the complete autonomy which Spain had 
granted to Cuba. 

Although Senor Polo will be the plen- 
ipotentiary in arranging a Cuban treaty, 
the Cuban delegates above named by the 
Cuban cabinet will have entire control of 
the terms of such a treaty. 

Speaking of the present policy of Spain 
in giving autonomy to Cuba, the min- 
ister said: ; 

“The government has granted autonomy 
on the broadest and most liberal Lnes. 
It is designed to give to the Cuban peo- 
ple the complete direction of their in- 
ternal affairs, thus gratifying the honor- 
able ambition of the Cubans, while at the 
same time maintaining the historic alle- 
giance of Cuba as a colony of Spain. 
“The government is not executing 
y. or with any technical 
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A, naval reserves of Brunswick, under 
command of Lieutenant Aiken, and the two 
Savannah companies.

As an emergency vessel, the Passaic pre- 
sents many advantages, and with a crew of 
Georgia boys on board, would do credit in 
t.me of war to the national] flag.

Btrictions. On the contrary {jt appre- 
ciates that the largest degree of prosperity 
for the island may be expected from such 
a measure of reform as will meet the cher- 
i#hed expectations of Cubans loyal to Spain. 
Already much has been accomplished «nd 
there is the fullest confidence that the plan 
will be carried into full execution. Nat- 
urally. with an insurrection dragging to- 
ward its close there are’difficuliies in the 
way of a complete realization of plaas so 
comprehensive as to embrace the entire in- 
ternal machinery of Cuba. The autonomist 
cabinet is organized and in its hands is the 
direction of the domestie affairs of the is- 
land pending the meeting of the Cuban 
parliament. The date for the parliamen- 
tary elections and for the assembiing of 
the senate and house have been fixed, as 
Senor Moret, minister of the colonies, told 
me just as I was about to sai) that the 
decree fixing the date of the election in 
Cuba was about to be signed. With the 
elections held Cuba will have for the first 
time a parliament of her own capable of 
dealing with all her domestic affairs. Thus 
a complete plan of local government will 
be in operation with an executive branch 
and a legislative branch. The g1!) mean- 
ing of this shouid be appreciated. The 
governor general, who ts the repres-nta- 
tive of Spain in Cuba, will no longer gcv- 
ern in the complete sense, but it would be 
more accurate to say he wil reign under 
the restrictions placed on a constitutional 
executive. The naming of Cuban celegates 
to come to Washington and arrange a 
commercial treaty shows how fully the 
plan of autonomy grants to the Cubans 
control of their own afiairs. These dele- 
gates will have in thn’) own bands the 
making of this tariff arrangement. and 
without them I could do nothing. In short, 
Spain has adopted this plan of autonomy 
believing it to be-the surest means of 
bringing peace and prosperity to the island, 
and it is putting the island into operation 
with the utmost dispatch, confident that 
in the end it will accomplish the good ,ur- 
pose for which it was designed.’’ 

When Senor Polo's attention was drawn 
to recent critical phases of the Spanish sit- 
tation he spoke with much reserve. The 
Lee incident happened while he was on the 
ocean and he knew nothing, he said, of the 
circumstances, although he felt confident 
a misunderstanding had erown out of 
some casual allusions to General Lee, not 
meant as any intimation that his recall was 
desired. 

The minister was then asked if he viewed 
the present cordition of affairs between 
the United States and Spain as indicating 
war. After a moment’s hesitation he an- 
swered gravely: 

‘“T am sure that the United States 
does not want war, just as I am sure 
that the Spanish government doés not 
want war, and will do everything hon- 
orable in its power to avert such a 


calamity.” 


Senor Polo's first official business after 
his credentials are presented to the presi- 
dent will be in connection with the new 
commercial treaty between the United 
Spain and Cuba. He comes fully in- 
structed on this subject and before leaving 
Madrid he talked over the several plans 
with the Tinited States minister, Mr. Wood- 
ford. It is not yet determined whether 
there shall be two treaies, with Spain and 
Cuba separately, or one with Spain which 
shall include Cuba. Until the. minister 
meets our reciprocity cOmmissioner, Mr. 
Kasson, he does not care to discuss the 
scheme of commercial exchange which is 
under consideration. From other sources, 
however, the general plans were learned. 
So far as the proposed treaty will affect 
Spain, it is probable that the leading tariff 
concessions granted to American imports 
will be-on machinery, electrical appliances 
of all kinds and@ various woods which are 
used largely in Spain. American petroleum 
and cotton are the principal American im- 
ports in Spain, but ft is not probable that 
duties will be reduced on these articles. 
They enjoy a monopoly in the Spanish 
market, and to this extent they receive all 
the benefit;which Spain feels warranted in 
giving them: They are moreover among the 
leading revenue producing articles and the 
present rates are said to be such that they 
could not be lowered without injuriously 
affecting the revenue. In this connection 
it is saiq that American cotton is finding 
a larce market in Spain and that in the 
Catalonia district, particularly at Barce- 
lon. mammoth cotton factories are buiiding. 

In speaking of this to a friend, Senor 
Polo stated that Americans would be. sur- 
prised to know that the output of Spanish 
manufactured cottons was now nearing if 
not exceeding the output in the United 
States. As to the concessions which Spain 
hopes to secure in the United States it is 
understood that fruits figure largely. 

The arrangements with Cuba depend 
largely on the wishes of the Cuban dele- 
rates, whose views have not yet been made 
known to Senor Polo. In one respect, how- 
ever, Spain will make 4 notable concession 
as between Cuba and the United States. 
Heretofore Spain has insisted on ccrtain 
preferential duties by which in the case of 
flour she has supplied that commodity for 
the entire Cuban market. Spain recognizes 
the hardships of compelling Cubans to go 
across the ocean for their supply of the 
chief staple of food when it can be secured 
in any abundance at a much lower rate 
from the wheat supplies of the United 
States. In view of this feeling theproposed 
treaties will do away with the Spanish pref- 
erentiai rate on flour and will leave the 
United States and Cuba to effect an ar- 
rangement by which this country will 
hereafter supply the Cubans with this first 
necessity of lUfe. How far the United 
States can grant reciprocal concessions 
will depend upon the meetings with Com- 
missioner Kasson. : e~%

This would be a substantial victory for 
Cuba, would leave Spain to retire with 
self-respect and would leave Cuba better 
off than though now made independent. 
Spain has vainly tried to put down the in- 
surrection: the jinsurgemts have vainly 
tried to drive Spain out and establish a 
government, and the only way to bring 
about speedy peace is to take into consider- 
ation the claims, rights and feelings of 
both parties. 

“We are in a position to insist that the 
terms offered Cuba be fair and generous, 
such as would enable her to make her own 
laws, lay and collect her own taxes and 
provide in every way without let or hin- 
drance for her own prosperity and growth. 
It is objected that Spain will never carry 
out such an agreement, but if we see it 
inaugurated it would be impossible for the 
old conditions ever to return, Inasmuch as 
Spain would reatain at least a nominal 
sovereignty such an agreement would be 
much humiliating to her than to be 
compelled to relinquish at once all right and 
claims upon the island. 

Let Them Gain Experience. 

“The time may possibly come by the op- 
eration of the law of our political exist- 
ence Cuba will fall to us peaceably. If this 
proves correct the method suggested paves 
the way for that by giving her an opportu- 
nity to gain some experience in self-gov- 
ernment first. If she is to be independent, 
aS very possibly may turn out to be the 
case by and by, a preliminary stage of 
renuine autonomy would best prepare her 
for that. Nor is it desirable at this time for 
the United States to undertake the respon- 
sibility of governing her. It-is unwise and 
unnecessary for the United States to 
sume political or financial responsibility in 
the case, either or both of which most of 
the plans so far advanced involve. 

“If it should be shown that the Spanish 
rovernment and its officials are innocent of 
any complicity in the disaster to the Maine 
and a prompt disavowal is made with an 
expression of regret and an offer to arbi- 
trate the question of responsibility and the 
amount of ijindemnWy, if any, was found 
due, the United States could hardly resist 
the principle of arbitration. 

“The Maine disaster, however, is a dis- 
tinct incident and should be considered by 
itself.’’ 
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THREE NEW BATTLESHIPS VOTED 


Four New Dry Docks of the Greatest 
Capacity Are Provided. 


Washington, March 11.—Three new battle-

No External Explosion, He Szys. 


“We cannot believe there was an external 
explosion of a torpedo, for the following 
reasons: | ) 

“A& torpedo, following the line of least 
resistance, must have blown a great hole 
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in the mud at tne bottom of the harbor. 


No such hole was found. A torpedo must 
lave prowe a large mass of water into 
the a if exploded at a depth of only 
twenty-five feet or so or at léast have 
produced a wave reaching the cther ships 
and the shore of the harbor. We have ex- 
amined every one on shipboard or thore 
who saw the explosion, Dut no one can 
be found who remarked any upheaval of the 
water or a big wave. 

“A torpedo explosion always kills fish in 
the vicinity. No fish were Killed by the 
Maine disaster, as fishermen who have 
known the harbor for many y?ars teatify. 
To produce the effects noted in the wreck, 
a torpedo would have to be of enorinous 
size, fully 150 or 200 kilos. 

“I am, therefore, of opinion that the ex- 
plosicn occurred within the ship. I know 
end respect Captain Sigsbee, and I believe 
the American reguiations affecting raval 
conduct, which I have read and found ad- 
mirable, are carefully observed. But some 
things which cannot be foreseen are bound 
to happen in any navy. I have been read- 
irg the explosion on the English ship 
Dolerel, which the English believe was 
caused by chemical combustion jin the 
paint used for quick darying. I nave also 
read an English account of shells that 
would frequently nurst open because cf 
hardening points thet split and produced 
heat, thus flashing the powder into the in- 
terior of the shell.

He participeted in the battle of 
Cerinth and afterwards took command of 
the army of the Mississippi. He defeated 
General Sterling Price. He was made com- 
mander of the department of the Cumber- 
land which position he held from October 
27, 1862, to October 19, 1863. He commanded 
in the battle about Murfreesboro, one of 
the bloodiest and most decisive of the war. 
He drove Bragg out of middle Tennessee. 

General Rosecrans commanded at the 
great battle around Chattanooga and held 
Chattanooga, the objective point. The battie 
was a Victory for the confederates, Gener- 
al Rosecrans was relieved in October, 1863, 
and Was assigned to tne department of the 
Missouri. He was mustered out of the voi- 
unteer service in January, 1866, and resign- 
ed from the army in March, 1867. He had 
been breveted major general 

He was appointed minister to Mexico in 
July, 1868, and held the office until June, 
1869. He mined in Mexico and manufactur-

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CONVICTS ARE COUNTERFEITERS. 


Two Prisoners Manufacture Spurious 


Nickels in Fenitentiary. 

Folsom, Cal., March 11.—A counterfeiting 
plant has been discovered within the walls 
of the state prison. The work was done in 
the engine room by Convicts L. H. Coyne 
and James Brown, and so far as known 
only nickels were coined, presumably be- 
cause no silver could be obtained. 

The men were detected in the act of 
manufacturing bogus coins by guards who 
had been told of what was going on. When 
the officers rushed in Coyne and Brown 
leaped through a window and threw their 
dies and crucibles into a canal leading *o 
the American river. A large number of 
well-executed 5-cent pieces were found. 
They were made from babbit metal taken 
from engines which ran through the prison 
grounds for the purpose of hauling rocks 
from the quarries. 

It is thought that the dies or moulds were 
not made by the men who coined the 
money, but by some of the expert couai‘er- 
feiters in the prison. Tne impression pre- 
vails among the officers that it was the in- 
tention of the convicts to coin a great 
quantity uf nickels and then ship them out 
on the freight cars where their friends on 
the outside could give them in exchange 
for opium. Several of the bogus coins have 
been found in circulation in the town cf 
Folsom.

BOARD OF TRADE 
AT WORK IN ROME 


It Indorses Senator Caffery’s National 
Quarantine Bill. 


TYRANNY OF LOCAL BOARDS 


The Board of Trade Is Now in a Flour- 
ishing Condition. 


THE POSTOFFICE CONTROVERSY IN ROME 


Fostmaster Vandiver Will Fill Out His 
Term of Office—Efforts To 
Remove Him Fail. 


Rome, Ga., March 1.—(Special.)}—Tre 
Rome board of trade at a most enthusiastic 
meeting this afternoon strcngly indorsed 
the Caffery national quarantine Dill. 

Some objections were mide to the resolu- 
tion upon the ‘“‘state rights’’ idea, but they 
were passed. 

The resolution adopted by the board of 
trade was signed by a great many of 
tome'’s Most prominent men, and reads as 
follows: 

“Whereas, an epidemic of yellow fever 
prevailed in certain portions of the south 
during the summer and autumn of last 
year and there is a possibility of its re- 
currence in the same or other parts of the 
country at some future time, and 

‘‘Whereas, the state and municipai man- 
agement of quarantine incident to such 
ep.demics has proven in the past both un- 
reasonable and inefficient, in many in- 
Stances unnecessarily obstructing com- 
merce, delaying mails and preventing 
travel, and 

‘‘Whereas, the marine hospital service of 
the United States has had experience in 
international quarantine for many years 
and ‘s far better equipped in men and 
materials for the successful management 
of state and interstate quarantine than’ 
less experierced bodies, therefore be it 

‘Resolved, first, That it is the sense of 
the Rome board of trade that the marine 
hospital service of the United States should 
have control of state and interstate as 
well as international quarantine, with such 
duties and powers as are defined in the 
bill now before the United States senate, 
known as the Caffery bill and aumbered 
82680 ; 

‘“o? That a copy of these resolutions be 
send to each of our senators and represen- 
tatives in congress with the request that 
they vote for the passage of the said bill.” 

The Rome board of trade is in flourishing 
condition, and its meetings are regularly 
attended by a majority of Rome’s most 
progressive business men.

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“Gag Laws” and Other Things. 

“The Atlanta Constitution,” says The 
Savannah Press, “proposes to put a new 
gag law on democrats.” Nay, esteemed 
contemporary; not on democrats; no, 
nor on anybody. But when a voter goes 
to the polls to participate in the prima- 
ries, the party wants to know and 
must know whether he is doing so in 
good faith; whether he is really a dem- 
ocrat; whether he {!s prepared to accept 
democratic principles or repudiate them; 
and whether he is willing to support the 
candidate nominated by the party con- 
vention. 

There is no “gag law” in that for dem- 
ocrats. We are told by “The Macon 
Telegraph, which evidently regards itself 
as competent authority, that in the last 
election hundreds of believers in the 
gold standard voted for Bryan and At- 
kinsom. In order to do that they were 
obliged to accept the democratic plat- 
form and its declarations as genuine 
democratic doctrine. They may have re- 
frained, in their minds, from indorsing 


ethis or that declaration, but they could 


not help accepting the platform when 
they voted for candidates who stood 
on it. 

A test in the primary has been made 
unavoidable by the fact that a number 
of voters participated in the primaries 
of 1896, and then when the party acted, 
refused to abide by the will of the ma- 
jority, and set up the celebrated Dbill- 
bynum party. ‘That remarkable fiasco 
has made it necessary for democrats to 
know with whom they are dealing in 
the primaries. It is unfair to candi- 
dates and dangerous to the party to per- 
mit anti<democrats to take part in the 
selection of delegates to the stafe con- 
vention and then refuse to support the 
candidates or to accept the declarations 
put forth by the convention. 

Such a regulation as that which The 
Constitution advocates will not keep any 
real democrat or any anti-republican 
from acting with the party. No man 
should be disfranchised in the primaries 
who deserves or desires to take part in 
them. It may keep out those who de- 
nounce democrats as ‘“‘bunko steerers” 
because they believe in the free coinage 
of silver, but such men do not deserve 
admission into the party.

The Macon Telegraph, discussing the 
proposed test, quotes The Constitution’s 
statement that “Consul General Lee has 
demonstrated that he is a very big Amer- 
ican citizen,” and adds thereto this fu- 
tile and foolish remark: ‘‘And yet he 
would not be allowed to cast a vote ina 
democratic primary in Virginia nor in 
Georgia if The Constitution’s scheme 
for a party test is adopted in this state?” 

Thig remark is a little wobbly in its 
construction, and terribly so in its state- 
ment of facts. It should be perfectly 
well known to The Macon Telegraph 
that whatever General Lee's attitude on 
the financial question is or may have 
been, he igs a party democrat. He did 
not make the mistake of deserting his 
party to support billbynumism. He was 

and is as stout a party man as may be 
found in Virginia. He was in Cuba 
during the last state election, but the let- 
ters he wrote and the statements he 
made, which were widely quoted in the 
Virginia papers, show that he would 
have voted for the democratic candidate 
on the free coinage platform put forth 
by the party.

content, repudiation and dishonor—the 
silver democrats, the populists, the so- 
cialists and anarchists’—may not defeat 
the republicans at the polls in the fall 
congressional elections. “Between war 
and free silver, The Times-Herald is for 
war.” 4 

That is the patriotic platform put 
forward by one of the most conservative 
republicans in the country. He pro- 
poses to do what the democrats and the 
populists have been urging the admini- 
stration to do, not because it is right or 
even desirable in itself, but because the 
democrats and the populists will carry 
the fall elections if the republicans do 
not do what these “abhorrent forces of 
discontent, repudiation and dishonor”’ 
want done.

Suffrage in Louisiana. 
The constitutional convention now in 
session in Louisiana, having been called 
for the express purpose of regulating the 
franchise, is devoting itself exclusively 
to that subject before taking up any 


other. 

The question has brought up many 
diverse opinions, threatening for awhile 
to lead to a deadlock, but finally an un- 
derstanding has been reached, in accord- 
ance with which constitutional provi- 
sions will be framed. The discussion 
was over the adoption of the Mississippi 
plan with the view of shutting out un- 
desirable voters. It was finally resolved 
that direct methods were better than in- 
direct. The plan agreed upon, which 
will be adopted by the convention with 
possibly a few minor amendments, qual- 
ifies a voter in the following ‘manner: 


IIe shall be at least twenty-one years old, 
native born or naturalized. 

Hie shall have resided in the state two 
years, parish one year and ward or pre- 
cinet six months. 

He shall be registered, 

He shall be able to read and write in 
English or his mother tongue, and the 
test shall be his ability to write without 
assistance his application for registration 
according to a form prescribed in the con- 
stitution. 

If wnable to read and write, he, or his 
wife or minor children shall own property 
assessed for not less than $300 on which 
the taxes shall have been paid. 

No person who was a voter in any state 
of the union prior to January 1, 1868, or 
his legitimate male descendant twenty-one 
years of age at the time of the adoption 
of the constitution. and no foreign-born 
citizen naturalized prior to the adoption of 
this constitution shall be required to un- 
dergo the educational or property test if 
they have lived in the state five years. 

Women are allowed to vote in person 
or by proxy at elections on questions of 
taxation. 

No person shall vote at any primary 
election or participate in a convention or 
nominating body who is not a registered 
voter. 

Provision is made for appeal to the dis- 
trict court, without cost, for any person 
illegally deprived of his right to register 
and vote. 

Idiots, criminals and inmates of charitable 
institutions, excepting the soldiers’ home, 
are excluded from the electorate. 

This measure has been reported to the 
convention, and will be voted upon ina 
day or two.

“IT noticed an article in your paper re- 
cently, in which you say that a citizen of 
North Carolina ‘hag one of rd Byron's 
shoes.”

FILIBUSTERING ACTS ARE RESORPED 10 


Democrats Argue for the Claims, But 
an Adjournment Is Secured 
Without Action. 


Washington, May 11.—The Dill to pay 
the Bowman act claims, aggregating $1,200,- 
000 for stores and supplies furnished the 
union army during the war, was before 
the house until 5 o’cleck today, but beyond 
completing the general debate little prog- 
ress was made. 

Of the 800 odd claims in the Dill, all but 
a few ceme from the south, and dilatory 
tactics were resorted to to prevent prog- 
ress with the bill. 

During the filibustering the house was 
in an uproar. 

Mr. Dingley, the republican floor leader, 
opposed the bill in an earnest speech. 
He insisted that members who imagined 
that the findings of the court of claims in 
these cares constituted a Hability against 
the governpment were entirely mistaken. 
The court simply found certain facts. He 
was willing, he said, to take up these 
claims separately and pass upon their 
merits. 

Mr. Richardson, Jemocrat, of Tennessee, 
in advocating the passage of the bill, 
calle@ attention to the fact that 92 per 
cent of the claims submitted to it were re- 
jected. That was sufficient evidence of 
the vigorous character of the examina- 
tion made by that court. Of the original 
claimants relieved by this bill, he said 8 
per cent were dead. 

Calls Dingley to Taw. 

Mr. Evans, republi@in, of Kentucky, in 
advocating the bill, said that the repuwbli- 
can leader, Mr. Dingley, set up a scare- 
crcw to frighten members when he allotted 
that the passage of this bill wculd estab- 
lish a precedent which would permit south- 
ern claimants to loot the treasury. He 
pointed out that one of the first war claims 
passed by the house at this session Was 
One to pay a citizen of Maine, William 8. 
Grent, $78,000. Mr. Dingley’s voice had not 
been raised against that claim, although 
it had, like these claims, been rejected by 
the court of claims and the rejection had 
bcen approved by the supreme court of 
the United States. It was only when the 
scutrern claims were brought in that the 
distinguished republican leader crie@ out 
against imaginary raids upon the treas- 
ury. 

After some furtker debate the reading 
of the b:ll for amendment began. 


Wanted To Add French Claims. 


“Mr. Moody, republican, of Massachusetts, 
a soon as the enacting clause had been 
read. offered as an amendment a bill con- 
taining the French spoliation claims. The 
reading of the bill, forty-seven pages, was 
demanded as a filibustering move. 

Mr. Mahon, republican, of Pennsylvania, 
chairman of the commitee on war claims, 
warned Mr. Moody, who, he said, was 
deeply interested in the French spoliation 
claims, that if any attempt was made to 
force the reading of this amendment as a 
filibustering move, the bill would eventual- 
ly pass, but he would take good care that 
the French spoliation claims dig not pass. 

Mr. ‘Moody denied that he had offered the 
amendment for the purpose of delay and 
asked that the reading be dispensed with, 
but ‘Mr. Hopkins, republican, of Illinois, 
objected, Thereupon Mr. Williams, demo- 
crat, of Mississippi, made the point that 
tHe reading was dMfliatory and out of order. 

The chair finally ruled the amendment 
out. 

Lewis Refers to Alaskan Boundary. 

Speaking to a point of order, Mr. Lewis, 
democrat, of Washington, commented upon 
a dispatch in today’s papers from Ottawa, 
giving the details of an alleged agreement 
between Canada and the United States re- 
garding the Alaskan boundary lines. Mr. 
Lewis said that if the reported agreement 
was true it was a complete surrender of 
the United States and would give to Can- 
ada Dyea, White Pass, Summit Lake and 
» territory worth a Dillion dollars. 

Without making any progress with the 
bill the committee rose and upon motion 
of Mr. Dingley it was agreed that when 
the house adjourns today it be to -meet on 
Monday.

Colonel Candler is al- 
most equally anxious to know what the 
exact situation is regards the governor- 
ship as today, but as long as he is sec- 
retary of state he will make no effort at 
a persongl canvass. When his resignation 
takes effect on the 3lst instant he will be 
able to devote his entire time to the cam- 
paign, but in the meantime he is depend- 
ing entirely upon the reports which are 
being brought to him by his friends from 
different sections of the state.

Street Committes Held an Important 
Meeting Yesterday. 


REQUIREMENTS NOT UNIFORM 


Property Owners Must Sign Uniform 
Deed Drawn Up by City Attorney. 


THIS THE ONLY HINDRANCE TO THE WORK 


Committee Requests County Board 
To Make Terms of Proposition 


Work and Cash. 
€ owners along Whitehall street, all 


the deeds donating the five feet frontage 
necessary-to widen the thoroughfare were 
rejected by the street committee yesterday 
and an entirely new lot will have to be 
secured. The movement has been indefi- 
nitely held up where it is and the street 
will not be widened unless the property 
owners consent to sign a uniform deed, 
which Judge Anderson, the city attorney, 
has been instructed to draw up. 

The new deed will specify that the shade 
trees, sidewalks, curbing, fencing and cop- 
ing are to be set back five feet and restored 
to as good condition as when the work is 
begun, and the water and gas pipes and 
sewers are to be replaced and adjusted by 
the city at no expense to the property 
owners, The committee unanimously 
agreed to the insertion of a clause in the 
deed relieving property owners of any ex- 
pense attached to the repaving of the en- 
tire street as follows: 

“That in consideration of said five feet 
donation, property owners will be relieved 
ef cost of paving said additional five feet 
and the whole street from Windsor street 
to the Central railroad will at such time 
as the work can be done be uniformly pav- 
ed without cost to the property owners.” 

The street committee adopted a resolu- 
fon providing that the county agree to 
bear one-half of the total expense of wid- 
ening and improving the street, the county 
to be credited with actual work done and to 
pay the balance of its share in cash to the 
city. The eounty commissioners will be 
requested to sign an agreement of this 
kind. 

The whole matter practically lies with 
the property owners. If they refuse to 
sign the uniform deed the plan will never 
materialize. If they sign the deeds without 
additional requirements and the county 
commissioners agree to do their one-half 
in work and cash, Whitehall street will 
be widened, repaved and made one of the 
most attractive thoroughfares in the city. 
The citizen’s committee believes it will 
have a little trouble in securing signatures 
to these uniform deeds, and it will pro- 
ceed to work at once along this line. 

Judge Anderson’s Report. 

When Chairman Mitchell called the meet- 
ing to order yesterday Alderman Rice stat- 
ed he would not take part in the proceed- 
ings owing to the unavoidable absence of 
the city attorney and his assistant. When 
told, however, as to the character of tne 
meeting he consented to sit with the com- 
mittee. Judge Anderson’s report, giving a 
tabulated statement of the requirements 
in the deeds as to improvements, was read, 
and the committee unanimously decided to 
drop the work at once unless uniform deeds 
could be secured. The city attorney was 
then instructed to draw up a uniform deed, 
embracing these features, which the citi- 
zen’s committee will present to the prop- 
erty owners and ask the mto sign. 

The following resolution was unanimously 
adopted in order to make the terms of the 
county board’s proposition plain: 

‘Resolved, That the committee will rec- 
ommend this proposition for adoption to 
council if the county commissioners will 
agree in writing that one-half of the total 
expense of said improvement be borne by 
the county; the county to be credited with 
such work as is done with its hands and

TO GRADE MARIETTA STREET 


Councilman Stephens Says He May 
Try To Bring Street Near Monu- 
ment to Uniform Grade. 

There is a movement on foot to change 
the grade on Marietta street immediately 
in the rear of the Grady monument so as 
to make it uniform from Fairlie to Spring 

streets, a distance of two blocks. 

Councilman Stephens, of the fifth ward, 
notified the street committee at its regular 
meeting in the city hall yesterday that 
he would probably advocate such a move. 
He was decidedly in favor of the uniform 


grade and would probably institute pro- 
ceedings in the near future in this direc- 
tion. 

“T see no reason why the grade should 
not be lowered,” said he. “I have mode a 
canvass of the property owners in this lo- 
cality and not a single one expressed. him- 
self as being against the proposed im- 
provement. Now that the county commis- 
sioners are expressing such a willingness 
to do work in the city, I do not see why 


they should not be induced to co-operate in. 


this move. The work weuld cost very 
little, and if the street could be lowered 
just three feet—all that is necessary—to 
take that unsightly hump out of it, the 
general appearance Would be greatly im- 
proved and there would not be one cent’s 
damage to adjacent property. 

‘There is a strong sentiment in this 
neighborhood in favor of lowering the 
grade. All agree that the appearance of 
the thoroughfare would be greatly im- 
proved. The matter Came before council 
some two years ago and was passed up, 
but owing to the lack of funds the work 
was never done.” 

The street committee took no action on 
the matter, but Councilman Stephens’s 
statement was understood in the snape of 
an announcement that he would ridvucate 
the improvement. He is one of the riost 
influential members in council and it {is 
probable the work will be done if he push- 
es it. 


AT THE HOTELS. 


Hon. R. G. Evans, of Minneapolis, who 
has ‘been stopping at the Aragon, for some 
days, with Mrs. Evans, has been one of 
the most prominent republican politicians 
in the northwest. He has never held a 
public office but was for nine years a mcm- 
ber of the naticna] executive committee of 
his pariy. 

Mr. Evans is very much irterested in 
the industrial possibilities of this section 
of the country.

Up in tha northwest, the silver 
sentiment is as strong @S ever. 1 take it 
that the feeling that the financial issue 
Will bé fought again in 3900 explains why 
there is so much moné¥ lying idle in the 
banks. A chHent of mine told me recently 
that he had $130,000 on deposit in a bank 
lie said he did not Know what to do with 
it. He was afraid to invest it in any man- 
ufacturing enterprise or in real estate and 
just let it lie there in the vaults of the 
bark. I am sorry to say that confidence 
has not thorcughly returned to all own- 
ers of ccpital. From present indications, 
the same issues will have to be fought 
egain.”

TD me greatest change every made in 


the telephone system of Atlanta will 
take place tonight at midnight, when 

the new common battery multiple switch 
board of tthe Southern Bell Telephone 
Company is put in service. ; 
Since last December Mr. R. B. Hopkins, 


of New York, with a large number of as 


sistants, has been at work placing the new 
switchboard in position and preparing for 
the change which will be mad tonight. 
The work has been difficult and intricate 
and considering the great amount of labor 
connected with it the board has been 
placed in position in a very short time. 

The changing of the lines of the South- 
ern Beil Telephone Company to the new 
switch boards means a revolution in tele- 
phone circles. It means the end of e¢all 
wires and of troublesome connections. It 
means that people can now converse 
through their telephones without being in- 
terrupteda. 

There will no longer be any necessity for 
calling the number of your telephone and 
pleading with the operator to give a con- 
nection, All this will be done away with 
and people can talk to one another with- 
aut giving the operator a great amount of 
trouble and without fear of interruption. 

In fact, the change which takes place 
tonight males the telephone system of At- 
lanta almost perfect at that of any 
other city in this countrv. The switch- 
board is one of the largest In the south, 
and besides being an instrument of no 
small value and service, is also an orna- 
ment.

Will Change at 12 Tonight. 

After tonight at midnight it will no 
longer he necessary for subseribers to pull 
Gown the levers of their telephones and 
call to the operator, ta@ling what number 
they desire. Those who do this will find 
their efforts futile, because the Operator 
will not wear them. Hereafter when a 
subscriber wants a connection {ft is only 
necessary for him to place the hand tele- 
phone to his ear and await an answer from 
the operator. When the operator answers 
he will then tell her the number wanted, 
and she will give it. 

When the subscriber finishes his conver- 
sation it will not be necessary for hm to 
call off. Instead of going through the 
usual form he will place the hand tele- 
phone on tts hook and@ the operator will 
do the rest. Under the old system people 
often forgot to call off and this left the 
operator under the impression that their 
wire was busy. With the new gswitch- 
board the hanging up of the hand tele- 
phone warns the operator that the wire is 
out of service and it is disconnected. 

The fact that a subscriber wants a num- 
ber {s made known to the onerator by 
small electric lights, which are placed -in 
the switchboard directiy In front of her. 
These lights take the place of the call wire, 
make the work on the operator considera- 
bly lighter and cause the egubscriber to 
obtain a service which is considerably bet- 
ter than (that given through the old 
switchboard. 

How the New Board Works. 

When a subscriber removes the hand 
telephone from jts hook, a light appears 
on the switch board in front of the opera- 
tor, telling her that there is a call. She 
then asks what number is wanted, and re, 
ceiving the information makes the connec- 
tion. When the call is cnswered the lights 
go out. 

When the parttes talkine finish their con- 
versation and harg up their hand tele- 
phones two lights appear at another portion 
of the gewiichbeard, and ghe then discon- 
nects the two wires, putting out 
lights. 

The avorage time required by the oper- 
ator to make a connection under the new 
eystem is three and one-half seconds. 
Unaer the old system the time required is 
consicerably greater. 

Heretofore the subscribers have been 
cor'pelled to call up the operator before 
reing able to obtain a number. After. to- 
n'ght there will be no necessity for this 
and cennections will b2 made rapidly and 
the service will be greatly impraved. 

An cperator working on the new switch 
board has the condition of the wires be- 
fore her eyes. At a glance she can tell 
when one is in service and it is not neéces- 
sary for subscriberstto tell her when they 
have finished talking. The lights indicate 
what is going on. Their work is instantan- 
eous and the work of the operator is al- 
most as rapid. 

The new switch board {fs forty-five feet 
long and ccntains 1,700 lines.

Seventeen members of a church benefit 
club were fined by Recorder Calhoun yes- 
terday afternoon for fighting and shooting 
pistols and creating a general disturbance. 

When the vari-colored members of the 
Church club were hauled up before the 
recorder they each and ali professed inno- 
cence of any disorder. All swore that no 
pistols had been shot to their knowledge. 

“Tl'us jest down to the club where I'd 
been ‘vited,””’ was the plea which all put 
up when asked what they were doing at 
the nouse of Ida Gantt, in Pittsburg, where 
they were puNed. 

A white man living close by the Gantt 
hevse, where the club met, sald that the 
negroes had been making life miserable in 
that locality for weeks and that the limit 
of his patience and endurance was reached 
night before last when they shot out his 
windows and raised such adisturbance that 
he could not sleep. He came to the police 
station about 2 o’clock in the morning and 
told his tale of woe. Bicycle Officers Chan- 


dler and Covington went to the place and - 


made the arrests. The officers said that 
they found the negroes in the midst of a 
carousal.

Ida Gantt said she did not give the en- 
tertainment, but that it was given by her 
brother-in-law, Ed Crockett. Ed fs a dimi- 
nutive negro youth, possibly sixteen years 
of age, but he seems to be well versed in 
the way of wickedness, He said that he 
gave the club meeting for the benefit of 
the church and that it was a very orderly 
gathering until the police appeared to dis- 
turb the enjoyment of the occasion.

earning @ livelihood by repairing watches, 
clocks, pistols and guns. He has a place 
next door to the police station and has 
been doing fairly well, but for drink. He 
pas been drinking several days and several 
times has threatened to kill himself, but 
no one thought him serious. © He went to 
his room about 12 o'clock and there drank 
two ounces of laudanum. He lay down on 
his bed for a nice, pleasant appearance af- 
ter death. 

His wife soon afterwards went into the 
room and found her husband unconscious. 
She saw the empty bottle and divined that 
he had at last carried out his threat. She 
pegan crying and ran to the police station 
to tell of her husband's suicide. The am- 
hulance carried the senseless man to the 
Grady hospital, where the physicians sub- 
jected him to treatment for laudanum 
poisoning. In two hours Brooks had re- 
covered consciousness and had developed a 
sincere desire to remain alive.

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a brilliant beginning in life. But the bright 
prospects faded into a realfiy that was 
hard and unhappy. 

The death of his wife and child many 
years ago caused Driscoll to begin his 
downward career, it is said. This is what 
drove him to drink and caused him to lose 
his fortune and drift to Atlanta to mend 
shoes. 

Driscoll was born in Mississippl, and after 
receiving a splendid education, he went 
to New York and embarked in the shoe 
business. He married about this time, and 
with his young wife he lived happily, for 
his business as a shoe merchant prospered, 
and he wes soon established in the com- 
mercial world, 

Just about 
born 


the time his first son was 
the young wife died, and the child 
soon followed his mother. This was the 
first great sorrow of Driscoll’s life. He 
began to drink and soon was a victim to 
the evil habit. He neglected nis business 
and in a few months his fortune was }kcst. 
How he reached Atlanta is unknown, but 
he drifted here several years ago; just as 
unknown men drop into the city, 
Mr. Parry Meets Driscoll. 

One day Mr. H. SS. Parry, the official 
court stenographer for the Stone Mountain 
circuit, was passing Hall’s shoe shop on 
Peachtree street, and was attracted by a 
man mending -shoes. The man did not 
seem a common shoemaker, and’Mr. Parry 
was interested. He began a conversation 
and was surprised’ to learn that tha man 
was a stenographer, and had formerly been 
in Mr. Parry’s business. Mr. Parry learn- 
ed that the man, who was J. L. Driscoll, 
had formerly been associated in a short- 
hand college in New York city with Pro- 
fessor Graham, the author of the Graham 
system of shorthand. While there Driscoll 
had taught Professor Briscoe, of Atlanta. 
Driscoll’s unfortunate condition aroused 
Mr. Parry’s sympathy and he decided to 
try the man’s ability. He gave a piece of 
work to Driscoll, and the result showed 
the shoemaker to be an expert stenogra- 
pher. Other work followed, and in a few 
months Driscoll was regularly employed 
in Mr. Parry’s office. He did important 
work and was regarded as a very reHable 
man. During the stirring congressional 
campaign between Tom Watson and Major 
Black in the tenth district Driscoll reported 
the speeches. 

Driscoll’s Marriage. 

Marriage soon changed Driscoll’'s man- 
ner of living here. This ‘marriage was 
brought about by Mr. Parry. He in per- 
forming his duties as court stenographer 
was carried to Douglasville at every term 
of court. At the only hotel in that town 
he met Miss Montague, a northern lady, 
who was boarding there. He grew very 
friendly with this lady, who was about 
forty years of age. One day Miss Mon- 
tague said something about having no cne 
to look after her property, which was 
worth about $10,000. Mr. Parry obligingly 
offered to find her a husband to care for it. 
Returning to Atlanta he jokingly told 
Driscoll of the matter and thought no more 
of it. At the next term of court Mr. Parry 
sent Driscoll to report the proceedings. 
Driscoll met Miss Montague and soon won 
her heart.

DECLINED ONE TO TWO POINTS 


Fall Was at No Time Violent, but 
Cfferings of Security Constant. 
No Support Apparent. 


New York, March 11.—There was a brief 
show of strength by some stocksesin the 
early trading this_morning, due to prices 
having been advanced on the London ex- 
change above the New York parity of last 
neht. True. the advance cid not reach the 
London level, so that there was considera- 
ble arbitrage business for London account. 
here were some buying orders which were 
executed through the channel usually em- 
ployed by Washington cperatcrs., This buy- 
ii.g soon came to an end, und gave, color 
te the supposition that the orders Were 
merely placed for effect. The whole list 
Foon yielded to the depression and the de- 
cline was only occasionally arrested by un- 
important rallies durirg the: rest of the 
Cav. The strength displayed by American 
s<Curities in the early dealings in London 
Was in strong contrast to the weakness of 
Spanish government bonds, which were 
poorly supported either in London or ]’aris. 
The only rational explanation that secins 
avalliab.e for this movement js that London 
felt that there was 4 prospect of avoiding 
hostilities between the United States and 
Spain, but was alarmed by the Spanish 
government's cccount of the financial 
Straits. The sentiment on the local ex- 
change with regard to values was not in 
accord with that of London, as ts shown 
hy the day’s net declines, which run be- 
tween 1 and 2 points all through the list 
and over that on exceptional cases. The fall 
of prices was at no time violent, but .the 
offerings of securities were constant, /and 
there was no support apparent at any point 
in the list. There was indeed a less acute 
depression shown by St. Paul than by the 
other grangers, the price having crossed 
Burlington during the day and Closing 
above. Kansas and Texas preferred was 
exceptionally weak. and fell at one time 3% 
points. The extraordinary weakness of e¢x- 
change made it possible today for the great 
importers to withdraw gold from the bank 
of England in spite of the virtual pro- 
mium asked by that institution. The de- 
mand in Paris for gold -wus reflected in a 
stiffening of discount rate in Parts. Yester- 
day's late decline jn local call money rates 
proved to have been manipulated, and the 
rate steadied to 1% per cent again today. 
The local banks continue to lose money to 
the interior, and how far this movement 
is offset by the receipts of imported gold 
will not be definitely known until tomor- 
row'’s bank statement. 

The decline today in the exchange of the 
New York clearing house banks to less 
than $109,000.000 indicates the decreased use 
of money. The banks are contracting their 
loans. but quite a large part of this con- 
traction goes 10 release sterling exchange 
which was used as collateral and which is 
being liquidated for the importation of 
gold. 

The weakness in the bond market today 
was rather more marked than hitherto, 
but business wis not on a large scale.

Coarse Grain Showed Steadiness and 
Lost Only a Fraction—Provis- 
ions Closed Weak and Lower. 


Chicago, March 11.—It looked for a few 
minutes in the wheat pit today as if such 
a flurry would ensue that it mignt sweep 
the big buils off their feet. What appeat- 
td to be an organized raid was made on 
May, brokers offering that option at prices 
4@% under what Leiter broxers were bid- 
a.ng for it, but rerusing to sell the iatter 
at iess than the Leiter b'd prices. July 
broke 2c in the excitement and continued 
weak to the end, closing at a 10ss of lc. 
Leiter by heavy buying hnally got the mar- 
ket under control and succeeded in hold- 
ing the May price at yesterday’s figure— 
$1.04. The market was a vicious one for 
a time. Coarse grains showed a good deal 
of steadiness -in the face of the wheat 
break, and lost only ‘Yc of its previous 
values. Provisions started strong, be- 
came weak and closed 2%.@7'%c lower. 

The start in wheat was quite firm, July 
opening %e higher at 904@%%sc and May 
%e higher at $1.04%. There was a consid- 
erable falling off in the volume of Asgen- 
tine shipments, and this was apparently 
the only reason for the slight advance. No 
great amount of wheat was offering, and 
very little demand existed for the first 
few minutes, and the market remained 
about at a standstill for that time. Then 
it commenced to drop, slowly at first under 
statistical news. Liverpool receipts for the 
last three days were slightly in excess of 
normal requirements. The most disturbing 
element was the big addition to the stock 
of contract wheat here. Chicago receipts 
were 57 cars, 19 of which were of contract 
quality. Besides this 64 cars and 16,000 
bushels northern were transferred from 
unlicensed houses. Continuance of the 
heavy contract receipts from regular re- 
ceipts began to have effect upon the 
traders and the unusual heaviness of to- 
day’s receipts resulted in an almost total 

ithdrawal of support shortly after the 
opening. Prices in consequence began 
gradually to decline. No very great sell- 
ing pressure was put on the market, how- 
ever, until the price had got to about 89%4<c. 
Leiter brokers were as usual giving sup- 
port to May, bidding $1.04. Then apparently 
an organized raid was made on May. In- 
fluential houses came into the market with 
heavy offerings of May, offering to sell it 
at $1.083% and even at $1.03%, but barred 
Leiter’s brokers from purchasing at those 
figures. This created a great deal of ex- 
citement among traders, as it was be- 
lieved an attempt was being made to get 
the market beyond the control of the bull 
leaders and a small-sized panic in July 
ensued immediately. Offerings fairly pour- 
ed into the market, and inside of ten min- 
utes another cent had been lopped off the 
price. In the meantime Leiter -brokers 
were taking everything offered them in 
May, though being forced to pay $1.04 for it. 
It was also known that Leiter had prompt- 
ly met calls for margins which had been 
made on him by the bear contingent and 
had retaliated in kind. 

Not until his representatives had ab- 
sorbet something like a million bushels of 
May aid the market quiet down. Then a 
sharp reaction took place in July, the 
price rallying from 88%4c, to which point 
it had slumped, to 89%4:. There was quite 
heavy covering by profession shorts on this 
decline, Abcut noon Leiter apparently 
changed his brokers and succeeded in 
getting a gcod deal of wheat at below 
$1.04. The readiness with which every- 
thing was taken tesulted in 2 falling off 
of the cfferings. and the price after that 
was steadily held and the price was ap- 
parently “pepeed’ at $1.04.

A 
fair advance was scored early on the 
buying on the bullish government reports 
and on the wet weather This was ulti- 
mately lost, but not without a struggle, 
and after that the market was strong to 
the end.

Meaning and Purpose 

of Tragedy. 
afternoon Professor S. H. 
Clark, of the University of Chicago, com- 
plimented the young ladies of the Girl's 
High school with a brief lecture on the 
“Meaning and Purpose of Tragedy.” 

He held his fair listeners spellbound for 
an hour's time and adapted his subject to 
their ages. He gave Them excellent advice 
ae to the style of Hterature they should 
read, warning them in the most forceful 
manner against the perusal of trashy nov- 
He explained fhat tragedy was not a 
popular subject in literary pursuit because 
old as well as young were reluctant to 
study life in its realism, its struggles and 
hardships. He explained further that the 
chef d'oeuvres of the drama and literature 
were the tragedies and that in them the 
dramatist, poet or author imprinted his 
grandest and purest thoughts, teaching the 
lessons and real philosophy of life. 

He dealt with the evil results of trashy 
novels, with a reason and argument that 
deeply impresged his hearers and stated 
‘that the habitual read‘ng of only that 
class of novel that “ends” well was ab- 
solutely enervating and this mental de- 
hauchery is followed by depression and 
inability to appreciate what its good in 
iterature. He referred to the psychologi- 
cal principle that unless the emotions were 
brought into play properly and womanly 
the subject became a gentimentalist. Im- 
pressionable readers, he explained, wept 
over thé trials of the hefoine, trembled 
‘at the bravery and courage of the hero, 
and were blissful in the happy conclusion. 
Closing the book, no lesson has been learn- 
ed, no deep impression has been made, yet 
every faculty of the mind and soul has 
heen called into play, given out a certain 
amount of yitality and received nothing in

return. 

To illustrate fully the power of tragedy 
as a vehicle for the inculeating of moral 
principle. Professor Clark made interesting 
references to the great tragedies given by 
the master minds of the world in the 
drama and other branches of Hterature. 
He clearly brought out the lessons taught 
them. convincing his hearers 
that in the tragic conclus’ons were the 
climax of tho erent taught. 

He referred to the impressions made by 
such WoiKs as that OL Altiigene una t.t 
tragedies of Shakespeare. He concluded by 
eloquent reference to the great tragedy of 
Christianity, wherein Christ, In acceptance 
of His crucifixion, gave to the world a 
tragedy from which the greatest of lessons 
ts taught-that of His self-sacrifice and 
our saivation.

American Trust and Banking Co. and * Jones Was Fined $6 for\ Being Drunk

VALUABLE PROPERTY INVOLVED 


Trust Company Says Its . Mortgages 
Are Superior Lien and Obtains 
Restraining Order. 


The American Trust and Banking Com- 
pany and John J. Woodside yesterday filed 
a petition in the superior court against the 
Empire State bank. Charles G. Lippold and 
Mrs. Ellen Venable, asking the court to 
set aside a mortgage held by Lippold on 
property formerly owned by Mrs. Venable 


and to restrain him from foreciosing the 
Same. 
Juage Lumpkin read the petition amd 


granted the restraining order as asked and 
s€t the hearing of the case for today. At 
the hearing he will decide on the other 
questions arising in the petition. 

The petition of John J. Woodside shows 
that on February 26, 1892, the America? 
Trust and Banking Company loaned ‘Mrs. 
Ellen Venable $10,000 on her notes and took 
as security a mortgage on a piece of prop- 
erty in West End. It is claimed 
February 27th another mortgag> was exe- 
cuted by Mrs. Venable to George Skinner 
to secure the payment of a loan of $2,000.

The American Trust and Banking Com- 
Pany, according to the petition, bought 
the mortgage from Skinner, causing Mrs. 
Venable to be indebted to it in the total 
sum of $12,000. 

The petition states that Mrs. Venable 
failed in the payment of the money and 
was unable to make disposition of her 
property. On March 18, 1896, the amount 


of the debt had grown to $14,582.28, and it 
claimed that the real estate was not 
worth more than this sum. It was agreed 
that Mrs. Venable convey the property to 
the American Trust and Banking Com- 
pany in lieu of the foreclosure of the 
mortgage, and this was done. 

It is shown that on April 1, 1897, J. J. 
Woodside bought the property from the 
American Trust and Banking Company 
for $17,000. Since that time, it is claimed, 
been in possession and has made 
to the amount of $1,200. 

The petition states that long after the 
trade Charles G. Lippold claime@a@ to have 
in his possession a real or pretended mort-

gage purporting to have been executed by 
Mrs. Ellen Venable on December 26, 1898, 
to the Empire State bank, to secure the 
payment of $1,592, the mortgage having 
been erecuted nearly two years after the 


mortgage of the American Trust and Bank- 
ing Company. 

The petitioners claim they had no notice 
of the giving of the mortgage or of its 
existence until long after transaction 
between Mrs. Venable and the Amerfcan 
Trust and Banking Company. Lippold, 
says the petition, now claims to be owner 
of the mortgage. The petitioners deny that 
there was any consideration, good, valid or 
legal, moving Mrs. Venable to make the 
second morteage. 

The petitioners state {t as their belief 
that the transaction is void and was made 
after the Empire bank was under an in- 
junction not to make the transfer.

It is charged that Lippold is now pro- 
ceeding to foreclose the mortgage, he hav- 
ing already obtained a rule nisi, and is 


about to apply fora rule absolute. 

Woodside claims the two mortgages held 
by the American Trust and Banking Com- 
pany to be superior in lien and dignity to 
the one hela by Lippold and he thinks it 
would be inequitable and unjust for Lip- 
pold forec'ose his mortgage and sub- 
ject the property to the lien of it until the 
Superior Hen of the two mortgages to 
Which Woodside is subrogated shall have 
been paid and Gischarged. It is claimed 
that even if the mortgage is good, to allow 
it to come ip and take preeedence would 
amount to a denial of the substantial rights 
of the trust company and of Woodside. 

Woodside claims the Lippold mortgage 
to be a cloud upon his title and holds that 
it should be canceled. The American Trust 
and Banking Company caims the property 
is not worth more than the amount of its 
claim and says that in addition ta the 
amount loaned Mrs. Venable it has paia 
$479 in taxes. 

The petition asks that Lippold be en- 
joined from foreclosing his mortgage and 
that the lien of the two mortgages held by 
the American Trust and Banking Compa- 
ny be declared superior to that of Lippold, 
and that the title of the property be aa- 
judged to be in Woodside, free from lien 
of the mortgage of Lippold. 

The petition is filed by C. W. Smith ana 
Ellis & Gray, attorneys for the petitioners, 
The caSe is set for a hearing today.

OTTLEY WAS NOT DRUNK 


He Was Only Fined for Resisting an 
Officer at the Barracks—The 
Trial Yesterday. 


——— 


Eugene Ottley and Ernest Jones were 
fined in police court yesterday afternoon. 
Ottley was fined $5 and costs for fighting 
he officers at police station and Jones was 
assessed $6 and costs, charged with being 
arunk and disorderly on the streets and 
knocking down signs. 

Mr. C. A. Bowen, the young man who 
was arrested and locked up with the two 
otber young men, was released without 
any trial, as there was no evidence to 
chow that he acted in any other than a 
quiet and gentlemanly manner, In fact, 
it was proven that he was at the police 
station only to help his two friends cut of 
trouble. He took no part in the row there 
amd oniy wanted to put up collateral for 
Jones and Ottley. 

The recorder’s courtroom was packed 
with spectators when the cases against 
the three young men were called. Some 
of the wealthiest men of the city were 
present, attracted by the prominence of 
the parties under arrest. 

Mr. Reuben Arnold, Jr., represented the 
prisoners. He asked that the case against 
Mr. Ottley be tried first, but Judge Cal- 
houn ordered that all be tried together. 
After hearing one or two officers testify 
the recorder ordered that Mr. Bowen be 
dismissed, as there was clearly no cause 
for holding him. 

Patrolman Goree, who arrested the roung 
men, testified that he and Officer Martin 
were out Peachtree on their wheels looking 
for tramps when they saw Ernest Jones 
in a vacant lot knocking down Signs, 
while Eugene Ottley was walking along 
the street near by. A few yards distant 
the officers discovered some -obstructions 
that had been placed across the street car 
track by some persons. They suspected 
Ottley and Jones. Jones told the officers 
that he was simply drunk and having 
a good time. Goree wanted to arrest them, 
but Martin did not want to make the ar- 
rest. Goree was determined and Martin 
cave Ottley a copy of charges, while Goree 
gave Jones a copy. Goree swore tnat he 
gave the copy of charges because he saw 
tnat the young men would resist and cause 
trouble if there was an effort to carry them 
to the police station. The young men then 
said they woutd go to police station and put 
up collateral for their appearance, 80 as 
not to have to appear in court the next 
dauy. They boarded a car andeCame ir.to 
town, while Goree and Martin toliowed 
on their wheels, 

The men walked down to police station 
and Goree preferred charges. When Offi- 
cer Crusselle started to lock them up Ottley 
said he would not be locked up. He caught 
Otficer Chosewood by the throat and a 
struggle ensued. Crusselle threw Ottley 
down, 

sicycle Officer Martin testified to about 
the same as UWoree, except that he did not 
believe Ottley to be drunk. Officer Crus- 
selle testified as to the fight in the bar- 
racks. He said that he was simply doing 
his duty in locking up the men and that 
Ottley resisted. Ottley first seized Chose- 
wood by the throat and Crusselle jerked 
him loose. He and Ottley then fought and 
the oflicer threw the young. man down.
